1"H£ PIQUANT PIRATE" 



Th«y Kiy (hot it is the ambition of most writers 
to produce a play. Someday, f hope to get a 
tittle home In the country and start on my play. 
It will concern the life of a pirate. It will be a 
©swbinoflon of comedy and tragedy. For a 
nvmber <rf years I have been collecting material 
©n pirates throughout history. The man we shall 
talk about now is Captain William Kidd. 

No privateer in the history of piracy has been 
caught tn a greater storm of controversy than 
Captain William Kidd. Did the man who roamed 
the seven seas in the Adventure Galley, deserve 
the title of "Captain William Kidd, Gentleman," 
as he wat described on his marriage license? 
Or should he be called "Kidd the notorious 
pirate" as the simple folk of England and Amer- 
ica know hfm for almost two centuries? Did he 
swing from a rope at Execution Dock in England 
for a murder he never committed? Is his loot 
just another legend? Or does it still lie buried 
along the coast of the eastern United States? 
DM I watte my time trying to dig for a hidden 
treasure that never existed? 

t have examined documents, records, anti 
the account of the trial of Captain Kidd. Actual- 
ly there were four distinct trials, one for murder 
and three for piracy. As a matter of fact, there 
wo* ample evidence in each case upon which 
the Jury could find the prisoner guilty. There 
was no irregularity In procedure. At each trial 
the judge summed up with scrupulous fairness 
on the facts before him. Finally, it is abundantly 
dear that WHRam Kidd was guilty of all the 
■ preferred against him. 



WNttom Kidd was a man of same education. 
Me cowtd write a good letter which was no mean 
achiev e ment in those days. William Kidd was 
bora about the year 1645 at Greenock, then 
e Mere fishing, vtltfoge. Of his early career noth- 
ing h fcweum. That It wot credible is clear, for 
M aaaf heojfag ef KMd, we find him fighting 
fee fcAteeentry tn. command ef e shift in American 



Waters. That it was successful may also be infer- 
red from the fact that he was then possessed 
of several trading vessels and considerable 
property -in New York. He had a wife and chil- 
dren and was highly respected. 

War broke out between England and France 
immediately after William of Orange became 
King of England. Kidd brought his ship into 
the King's service. He was thereupon sent by 
General Codrington to serve under the orders 
of Colonel Hewson. He fought two engage- 
ments against the French and afterwards saw 
further active service in the West- Indies. His 
conduct in action was highly creditable. 

His reputation for courage and seamanship 
spread beyond the confines of his home pro- 
vince. The Government of the neighboring 
colony of Massachusetts commissioned him to 
chase an enemy privateer off the coast. This 
is William Kidd, respected and well off in the 
year 1695. When next he set sail for England 
it was upon a voyage which was to bring him 
fasting infamy. 

We must remember that at the close of the 
seventeenth century there were many pirates. 
The East India Company complained to the King 
about pirates. William III did two things. He 
appointed Lord Bellomont Governor of New 
England with explicit instructions to suppress 
the growth of pirates in that province and along 
the American coast. And he proposed to his 
ministers that a ship be outfitted to wipe out 
the pirates. 

Now what does Governor Bellomont do? 
He consulted one Colonel Robert Livingstone, 
who was a large landowner In New York. Who 
should be in commend of such a boat? That it 
how William Kidd fitted into the picture. !t wa* 
to be a private legal undertaking, under sane- 
tten of the crown, to suppress piracy. So a com- 



plefe contract was drawn up. How would it be 
profitable? From the pirates would be takers, 
"goods, merchandize, and treasure," 

However, neither William Kidd nor his crew 
were to have one penny pay unless the ship 
took a prize. By the end of November, William 
Kidd had found his ship, the Adventure Galley, 
of 287 tons and thirty-four guns. On December 
10, 1695, a warrant was issued by the Admi- 
ralty granting a commission to William Kidd 
os a private Man of War. Had Kidd followed 
orders, everything would have been fine. 

Something went through his mind. He crossed 
the Atlantic and put into Madeira for fruit and 
wine. Then he set sail for the Cape of Good 
Hope. He headed for the western coast of Mad- 
agascar. This was the most notorious strong- 
hold of the pirates in the Eastern waters. But 
he doesn't go to the eastern coast to find pi- 
rates. He turns pirate himself! Why he did this, 
is difficult to answer. 

The facts are that his boat dropped anchor 
off Bab's Key, an islet in the mouth of the Red 
Sea. This served as an admirable lurking place 
from which a watch could be kept upon all 
vessels going in and out of the sea. For three 
weeks Kidd waited here for the Mocha fleet to 
come out. 

Kidd stopped a Moorish ketch manned by an 
English captain named Parker, with one other 
European, a Portugese on board. Kidd took 
several bates of pepper, several bales, of coffee, 
and some myrrh off the ship. He found no 
money. He let the ship go, but took the two 
Europeans with him. At this point, Kidd, had 
in the eyes of the law turned pirate, 

Sailing down the coast, he was attacked by 
a Portugese frigate, which he drove off after 
a long fight. Eleven of his men were wounded. 
Out at sea, he met a Dutch ship, the Loyal 
Captain, in command of Captain Hoar. His crew 
wanted to take this ship but he didn't want to 
fight if. Later he got into an argument with 
Moore his gunner,- the gunner died the next 
day. At this point he becomes also a murderer. 
He has sunk deeper and deeper into crime. He 
can be hung on either of the two chargesi 
piracy or murder. 

Next he stops a ship, the Maiden. He takes 
off the cargo and sells it along the coast to the 
natives for money and gold. Later he stops a 
Portugese ship and takes some cargo from her. 
His richest prize, was the Ouedah Merchant, 
a ship of 400 to 500 tons, bound for Surat from 
Bengal. This boat was flying Armenian osiers, 
belonged t& Armenian owners, and was core* 



mended by on Engfishmeo named Wrighh She 
was richly laden with betes©! silks end muslins, 
"sugar, iron, saltpetre, ejtHtf, end some geld in 
species. 

Some of the goods, Kktd sold on the coast 
for seven or eight thousand pounds. Off the 
southern part of the Malabar coast, he met 
another Portugese ship. He started to plunder 
her, but when he sighted some men-of-war, 
he fled. In May, 1d98, Kidd arrived at Mad- 
agascar. He dropped anchor at St. Marie, an 
islet off the western coast. 

The Adventure Galley had become so *.azy 
and leaky that Kidd decided to scrap her. So, 
after unloading her, he ordered his men to set 
fire to the boat. The Maiden was scuttled and 
sunk in St. Marie harbour, after everything of 
use or value had been taken off her. Kidd then 
proceeded to share the spoils with his men. 
Provisions and stores were bought with the 
proceeds of the sale ol other spoils. The re- 
mainder of the plunder was stored on board 
the Quedagh Merchant. 

In September, 1698, Kidd set sail. His ship 
was loaded with a rich hoard of merchandise, 
goods, jewels, gold, and pieces of eight. After 
a quiet voyage he arrived off Anguilla, in the 
West Indies at the end of April, 1699. There 
he sent some men ashore where they received 
the news that Kidd and all his crew had been 
proclaimed pirates I 

Kidd and his men eventually end up in London 
and go to trial. He was tried, found guilty, and 
paid for his crimes on the gallows. These are 
the facts. After his death, a variety of legends 
and tales grew up concerning him. One problem 
remains unsolved to this day. What became of 
the Quedagh Merchant and of the treasure that 
was suppose to be aboard her? 

There is even a story that the boat was 
brought up the North River and sunk off the 
coast. Expeditions have been outfitted to search 
for "Captain Kidd's Treasure." It has never been 
found. The reason is very simple — it probably 
never existed. The personal property and effects 
of Captain Kidd were forfeited, under the law, 
to the Crown. The money, in turn, was used to- 
wards the establishment of Greenwich Hospital. 

Someday, I'll start work on that pfay of mine. 
And when I have created my character. Captain 
William Kidd, 1*11 ask him the sixty-four dollar 
question: "Why did you turn pirate?" When, 
and if I get the answer. 111 let you know, pro- 
vided you come to see my ptay,
